TEMPORARY USE OF 30-METER BAND 
IN AMATEUR SERVICE AUTHORIZED 

The Commission has amended Part 2 of its rules to permit 
temporary use of frequencies in the bands 10.100-10.109 MHz and 
10.115-10.150 MHz by the Amateur Radio Service licensee, on a 
secondary, non-interference basis. These frequencies are in the 
band commonly referred to in the amateur community as the 30- 
meter band. 

The World Administrative Radio Conference held at Geneva, 
Switzerland, in 1979 (WARC-79) allocated the frequencies 10.100- 
10.150 MHz to the Amateur Radio Service on a secondary basis to

Six days each week textbooks, novels, and magazines are 
recorded onto tape at Daytona Beach’s Florida Regional Library 
for the Blind and Physically Handicapped. 

Other groups working with the Libray include: Insight for the 
Blind (Fort Lauderdale), Brevard Association for the Ad- 
vancement of the Blind (Melbourne), Second Sight (Stuart), and 
the Brevard Correctional Institute (Sharpes). These studio’s 

produce audio editions of 24 magazines, including ‘‘Florida Skip’, 
which currently has a readership of 61 print handicapped 
Floridians. 

This work is accomplished by teams of 3 volunteers: narrator, 
monitor, and reviewer. 

The narrator is reponsible for: 1) planning and preparation of 
material to be read; 2) intelligent and accurate presentation of the 
text, 3) writing out all descriptions of graphs, charts, etc. 4) in- 
suring that all announcements, footnotes, and formats are handled 
in a prescribed manner and 5) finding reliable sources for accurate 
and correct information for names, words, symbols, etc. 

The second team member is the monitor who works very closely 


with the narrator. The monitor is responsible for: 1) insuring the

Fast action, careful planning and the correct presentation 
before the Boca Raton City Council tabled this . . . for now.

There were 61 persons in attendance at the October 26 meeting and there were enough 
chairs supplied so that each had a seat this time. Visitors were Harold Simon and Bob 
Lenertz. 

Mr. Lenertz, a supervisor in the Long Lines department of Southern Bell presented a 
very interesting slide illustrated talk on the history of transatlantic communication via 
the under-sea cable, from its beginning in the early 1900s up to the present time where 
satellites are used sometimes in conjunction with the cable. He mentioned that a person 
making an overseas phone call these days would not actually know if his or her voice was 
traveling in outer space or under the seas. 

His talk reminded me of the early days in TV broadcasting when a satellite was first 
used to relay a TV picture from Europe to the NBC facility in Radio City in New York City. 

With those early ‘‘birds” there was not nearly the channel capability compared to 
today; therefore the video only would be routed to the satellite some 22 thousand miles out 
in space and relayed down to the receiving site in Andover, Maine, then via microwave to 
N.Y.,: a) journey of some 45 thousand miles while the voice or sound portion would travel 
via th, under-sea cable, a distance of about 4 thousand miles. 

This would result in the sound arriving in the NBC transmission room in N.Y. BEFORE 
the picture showing the speaker’s lips forming the words would arrive. This did present a 
problem for us, until one afternoon an engineer had a brain storm — The audio portion 
was fed into.a tape recorder, the tape of which was actually an endless belt. The incoming 
audio was recorded as usual and by the use of an adjustable pick-up head that the 
engineer on duty was able to sslide either forward or back on the tape until he could see on 
the TV monitor that the lips and the voice of the announcer talking in Europe were syn- 
chronized. 

During the meeting, there was MUCH discussion by club membes and a vote was finally 
taken and the club dues were raised from $5 to $8 per year starting in January 1983.

YOUR SAR — AND HOW TO COUNT TRAFFIC 
By Dick Hill, WA4PFK, 
SCM Southern Florida 

October was a banner month for station activity reports — ap- 
proximately a 140% increase over last month. The Ft. Myers 
Amateur Radio Club was responsible for about 50% of the total 
reports submitted — many thanks to all of you. 

There are four categories for reporting your messages handled: 

1) ORIGINATED — These are third party originations and this 
category is commonly misunderstood. The only messages counted 
in this category are those initially transmitted by your station for 
someone other than yourself. Messages which you send for yourself 
do not count as originated. 

2) RECEIVED — All messages received at your station. 

3) SENT W— All messages transmitted from your station. 

4) DELIVERED — Messages delivered to someone other than 
yourself. Delivery is an off the air function — usually by telephone, 
but occasionally in person or by mail. 

You can see that some messages count twice — a message 
originated for a third party and then transmitted is counted as both 
originated and sent. A message received at your station and then 
delivered to someone also counts as two points. If you receive a 
message and later transmit it to another station, it counts both as 
received and sent. 

Southern Florida amateurs may send their station activity 
reports to me via radiogram — I need to receive these by 10:30 
P.M. the fifth of each month. Thanks and 73.

FLORIDA SKIF 


CFO: The QRQ Experience 
Barry G. Yoder, W8SJO/4* 

If you have been tuning around the lower end of 40 or 20 Meters 
(7030/14.030+ or -) lately, you have probably heard some CFO 
stations rattling off QRQ CW and thought it to be RTTY or some 
other ‘‘machine talk’’, and tuned it off. Stop. Listen again. And 
again. Record it and keep on listening and you will probably find, as 
I have, a whole new world out there in electron-land called QRQ. 
(High-speed CW communication). A lot of hams involved in the 
QRQ are members of a rather ‘informal’? group known as 
CHICKEN FAT OPERATORS (CFO). These folks rag-chew a lot 
and sound like a flock of chickens when the really get going as if 
using greased keys/keyboards; hence, CFO. . . 

The group started about 4 years ago by W9TO Jim Ricks (CFO 
No. 1), and now has a ‘“‘membership”’ of over 700. A lot of familiar 
folks are CFO: Bill Eitel W6UF, Vic Clark W4KFC, and others 
famous/infamous in radio circles. 

One thing is found in CFO operations; most become familiar with 
the QRQ ability of the station working and they always try topusha 
little farther than they know the station can handle. That’s the fun: 
CHALLENGE. I like to think that unless you come off a QSO 
without a little ‘‘brain-strain’’ and sense of accomplishment, it was 
simply a time-filler, regarding QRQ CW. 

It takes a lot of listening and tape recording and plugging in the 
ear at bed-time to learn some QRQ (Nobody can ever really learn 
it, but we try), but when you get to the point that a 40 to 80 WPM 
QSO is within your ability, (whether you CAN or THINK YOU 
CAN) it feels almost as if your license has been re-issued! As a 
matter of fact, some amateurs are communicating at speeds over 
100 WPM today! Before I go farther, notice I use the words 
“communicating” and ‘‘listening’’, mainly because we don’t ‘‘put 
it down” “hard Copy” “millwork” etc., Etc. any more than you 
would ‘‘put down” a phone conversation. We rag-chew and QSK 
(full break in CW) a lot and quickly know whether or not it is a 
‘“‘one-way”’ QSO and if so usually QRS or request it. Keyboards are

ARMY MARS 
THIS ATRICLE, YA GOTTA READ! 
By Dick, AAR4PP 

The name of the article is, ‘“The Reality of Reflected Power’’. It’s 
by Walter Maxwell, W2DU. You’ll find it in an upcoming edition of 
QST. 

W2DU’s professional credentials in radio, antennas, and elec- 
tronics in general can’t be summarized in a column this size. Settle 
for this: more than 30 earth-orbiting spacecraft, including Echo I 
and II TIROS-ESSA weather satellites, carry antenna systems 
designed by W2DU. Walt’s also an ARRL Technical Advisor (TA) 
for antennas and transmission lines. 

Through lectures, and his well-known series of articles in QST on 
antennas, SWR, and line matching, entitled ‘“‘Another Look at 
Reflections,” Walt has for years tried to disabuse Hams of the 
following misconceptions: (1) That reflected power in an antenna 
system cooks finals, makes you sterile, causes RFI, is wasted, or 
other nonsense, and (2) that reflected power is reactive or fic- 
titious. Although more detail appears in his earlier articles, his 
refresher article in QST will give you all the ammunition you will 
ever need to shoot down myth (2). 

Here’s an inadequate summary of what Walter has been teaching 
at ARRL conventions and club meetings: 

— A low-loss transmission line, mismatched at the antenna, acts 
only as an impedence transformer with slightly higher loss than if 
matched. a 

— When a transmitter is properly coupled to the low-loss feedline 
(coax or open-wire), that ‘‘conjugate coupling’’ — pi-network, 
antenna tuner, you name it — acts as a one way street, providing a 
match for waves traveling from the transmitter to the antenna, but 
a totally reflecting mismatch for waves reflected back toward the 
transmitter by the mismatched load. 

— Any such matching can be performed at the transmitter’s end 
of the feedline, after which all power fed into the line (minus that 
lost in line attenuation) is accepted into the antenna — regardless 
of load mismatch, SWR, or what you may have read somewhere 
else. 

(Walt explains these points in detail, plus more, in QST for 4, 6, 8, 
10/1973; 4, 12/1974; 8/1976 and 11/1981, P. 47. Incidentally, these 
articles are the basis for John Haerle’s, ‘“‘The Easy Way,” that we 
spotlighted in SKIP’S August Army MARS column. ) 

Walter’s wisdom should resolve worries of MARS members who 
have to tune outside of the band edges. And it should save all kinds 
of Hams all kinds of expense for umpteen runs of coax up their 
towers. (See QST, 12/74, P. 12.)

KA4BLN in the Panhandle recently became active with an IC-502 
three watt 6 Meter SSB/CW rig and has worked 22 states with just 
the built-in whip or an indoor dipole; when conditions are good on 6 
meters, it just does not take much power to be heard at great 
distance! Another station has just joined the ranks of 1296 Mhz 
- operators in Florida; KL7JGI/4 is presently utilizing a 1 watt rig 
(transverter) with a 40 element array. As of this writing, he has 
worked both W4ODW and K4KJP. Just to the west of Pensacola, 
WB2LLB/4 is about to become operational from Mobile, AL; 
hopefully, his 23 cm signals will be heard by some of the Orlando 
stations later during the winter tropo season. 

The following discussion was presented initially by KiFJM/4 at 
the New England VHF Conference at Boxboro, MA on 16 May 1981, 
and is presented here so that Florida VHF and UHF operators may 
gain a bit more knowledge of tropospheric propagation in order to 
predict openings and to hopefully clear up a few misconceptions 
about enhanced propagation. This paper is by no means complete, 
certainly will not answer every question that the serious operator 
may raise, but also discusses some frontal effects rarely observed 
in Florida. Because it will take a few months to present the 


discussion, I will include my primary references now so that you §

TEXT 

Although tropospheric ducting and other enhanced tropospheric propagation have been 
utilized and recognized by amateurs for over 45 years, not too many of us are familiar 
with their causes. In 1934, Ross Hull, Associate Editor of ‘‘QST’’, writing on the 56 mhz 
path from Hartford, CT to Boston, MA (about 150 miles), stated that ‘‘there is obvious 
correlation between transmission conditions and weather. Signals were soon found to 
have the habit of climbing to extraordinary heights immediately prior to the arrival of 
stormy and rainy weather, falling after the storm, and returning gradually as conditions 
again became unsettled. A preliminary guess is that high relative humidity is required to 
permit the best communications on a long indirect parth.’’ By 1935, Hull’s tropo studies 


had shown that ‘‘a layer of moist, warm tropical air overrunning a shallow layer of dry 
cold polar air” usually produced higher than normal signal levels. 

Bill Hoisington, W2BAV/K1CLL, wrote a ‘“‘QST”’ article in 1949 which was partially 
correct when he stated that “pronounced high pressure of 30.10 inches or over always will 
bring improved conditions on 144 mhz.” This is true sometimes, but water vapor content 
of the air mass is the most important detriment for enhanced propagation or ducting to 
exist as will be shown in a later issue. 

Other writers suggest that a mackerel sky or nimbo-cirrus clouds are a visual indicator 
of enhanced propagation. Most of us have thought that very calm conditions with fog 
observed help long distance propagation, but actually propagation through fog alone is

The third member of the team is the reviewer. He/she is 
responsible for: 1) checking the tape with the text and seeing that 
the narration is correct and 2) checking that there are no errors in 
the recording — such as bad cut-ins, the right amount of time for 
reproducing is allowed at the beginning and end of tape, etc. 
Everything that is recorded is reviewed before it is duplicated and 
distributed. 

Before individuals work on producing materials for the print 
handicapped they must successfully complete three training 
sessions. The training sessions are based on the National Braille 
Association and National Library for the Blind and Physically 
Handicapped standards for recording of print material. 

Recording is accomplished in sound proof booths — the narrator, 
of course, inside the booth; the monitor at a desk right outside the 
booth. There is a small window in one wall where the team mem- 
bers can see each other; an intercom system for conversation be- 
tween them. Reviewers work in locations independent from the 
studios. 

The actual ‘‘master’”’ recording is read onto professional pre- 
timed 7 inch open reel tape. This ‘‘master”’ is used to duplicate 
copies onto cassette for handicapped readers. Several cassette 
copies are made at one time on a high speed tape duplicating 
machine and when duplication is completed, the master reel is kept 

on file at the library. The cassettes are carefully placed in specially 
designed containers, and mailed to the patrons. 

The library is open from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. Monday through 
Saturday. The recording day is divided into four two hour sessions. 
The monitor and narrator can work only for a two hour shift. 

The U.S. Postal laws and the Library of Congress laws prohibit 
the reading of advertising. This is why when a page in a magazine 
contains only advertising, we say ‘“‘page ___ (number) contains 

» advertising”’. 

We cannot emphasize too strongly that the recording is a team 
effort of three people. With this teamwork in mind, our volunteer 
recorded material can and does — go anywhere, to be used by any 
blind or physically handicapped person.

Fixed Services. Although the United States has not yet acted upon 
the Final Acts of WARC-79, they have been implemented by many 
countries. As a result, in some countries amateur radio operators 
are already using the 30-meter band. 


The attraction of the band is that it bridges the wide propagation 
gap between the existing amateur radio service allocations in the 
40 meter and 20 meter bands, permitting long-distance com- 
munications when the maximum usable frequency drops below 20 


meters and ionospheric absorption makes communications on 40 
meters unreliable. 


The Commission noted that this action was subject to final action 
by the United States on the Final Acts of WARC-79 and to Com- 
mission rulemaking proceedings to implement the treaty 
provisions. It warned amateur radio operators that the amendment 
may b. effective for only a brief period and that official action by 
the United”States and the FCC regarding the Final Acts would 
ultimately determine the parameters within the FCC may act in 
relation to use of the 30-meter band in the Amateur Service.

‘‘Here’s how it works: Warm up your TV set, tune in channel 13, 
and darken the screen to almost black. Turn to channel 2 and leave 
he volume control down. Your tornado detection devise is now in 
operation.” 


} Lightning will produce momentary white bands of varying 
idths across the screen (color sets produce colored bands). A 
tornado within 15 to 20 miles will produce a totally white screen and 
emain white (color on color sets). Should this occur, turn off your 
set, take your portable radio, and take immediate shelter. 


This system works because every TV set has a channel 2 at 55 
mnegacycles. Lightning and tornados generate a signal near this 
requency which overrides the brightness control. The darkness 

ust be set on channel 13 because that is at the high end of the 
frequency and is not affected by the storm generated signals. 

“If” a radio is tuned to the 550 kilocycle band, lightning will cause 
intermittent static. A tornado will cause continuous static. . .
